about 5 o'clozk, for Watehman Thompson
Lo go up stairs aud into the cells, wake up
the prisoners who work at tobacco strip-
ping, &e., in the brick building and turn
them down in the corridor, whenee
Watchman Willlam C. Reed escorts
them to their work. This morning,
as uswal, a lot were thus disposed
of and among those who were sent out
under charge of Heed were Harman Kocl,
convicted Augnst 22, 1881, of burglary, in
robbing a Mt. Joy barber shop and seat to
prison for a vear ; and Wm. W, Walker,
it negra, seut to jail August 18, 1831, for
six months, for lareeny aud carrying eon-
cealed weaponus,  Beed says Koeh asked
permission to go Lo the pump asd wash
his facz.,  The reqaest was not an weusual
one and was granted. For a moment Reed’s
attention was recalled to the prison, Koeli
was on his way to the pump, and when
Reed looked again he was goue.  Walker
likely disappeaced at the same time, b ugh
Reed missed only Kach when he set tie
prisouers  to work, snd  eeported  Lis
abseuee whoen Le went oft duty, At 6 oa.
m. the underkeepers also missed Walker
amd a little investization dise’osed that

up Land over iy change the fastening

from the oatside to the  doside  and
slip down the other side, Theis slip
pers  wore left behind,  and it was

ouly when, in scareh for Kocl™s means of
eseape, two piirs of  slippers were fond,
that the juil oliicials knew two men had

ot anay, and diseovered that Walker
st be the othier missing inan. Plenty
of tiacks  were Tl on the  ootside,

but nocine to their wie eaton's.  The
wen evidenlly made thewr sealing ropes in
their cells mnd threw them out for use this
mornite belote vome to work. It is
nanifest that o mwost careli ss syvstem of
removing the men from  the juil to the
workshop is respousible for their escape.
The prison dooy miclit as well Lave been
ledt open.,
